TKOUBLKS WITJI EMI.S. 

London, Nov. 25. — Among the nia«.s 
of correspondence receiv(;d here by 
Mackinnon are letters which show the 
great labor that Stanley had to induce 
ICiiiiii to accoiiip.iny him and the narrow 
escapes which all had from the plots of 
the tri'achcroua conspirators. The story 
of the rebellion and of tho release of tho 
prisoners is given by Stauloy, who 
says: 

"On December 10, 1888, messengers 
fiiiii! Kiivalli came with letters from 
I'aniii l'a.slia and his lieutenant, Jepli- 
Hiiii. Juphson's letter was dated Duhle, 
November 7, 1888. It soys: 

"Oil August 18th u rebellion broke 
out here and Kuiiii Pasha and I were 
made [irismicrs. Pusha was mado a 
coiiipluU: prisoner, but I wos allowed to 
gn abniii the statiou.-witliout niy move- 
inuiil.s being watcliod,'''"' The rebellion 
was got up by half a dozen Egyptian 
ollicers and clerk.s, aiiil gradually others 
jniiieil il, but innstly tliiougli fear. The 
soldiers, with the e.\eepl inn of tboae al 
Labors, hud UQVor taken part in il, but 
bad (luietly given iu to their ollieers. 
The offlcora went about telling the peo- 
ple that you were only an adventurer, 
ami that you had not come from ICgyiil; 
also that the letters ynu liiiiiight frnni 
the Khedive wen; furgeries. ' That it 
wasiiiiliiie Ihit Kliaiiiiiiiii had hcen 
taken, and that I'hnin I'asha ai 
had made a pint tn lake iheir wi 
ehildri'ii nut nf the ciiimtry and Imiiil 
them nver as slaves tn the J'lngliah. 
Sui;li VMiiil.^ in an igiinranl, f.matical 
11,1111; ly like this .u leil like lire among 
the pcnjile, and the lesiili vvus a general 
reliellinn, and we were made prisoners. 
I'lan - wel l; also m ule tn entrap you 
when vmi rel 111 ned and strip yim nf all 
that ynu hail." 

Tin; letter thi;n gnes nn In slate: 
"While this cniiditinii nf allairs existed 
the .Malidi's fmees arrived in the iieigli- 
linrlinnd and demamled an iiiiineiiiatc 
surrender. The revnlling nllicers re- 
fused, with the result llial iMuiu's ene- 
mies, the -Mahdists, and the rebels fell 
iipnn each other. The .Mahdists cap- 
tured Kegaf, taking iiiaiiy pi isnners, in- 
eliidiiig Slime wiiinen and childien and 
sinres of amiiiuuitioii. 'i'he rebels at- 
tciiipted lo retake Kegaf later on, but 
they w(;re again repulsed. The soldiers 
then liecaiiie so panic stricken that they 
declared they would ligllt no more uii- 
les.s Kniiu was set at liberty. 'I'liis was 
done and lie was sent to Wailelai." 

A piisisciipt, daleil Deeeniber I'Jtli, 
says that the .Mahdists attacked the 
I )utile station for four days, but were 
driven back to Koguf, and they had sent 

10 Khartoum for ro-enforoem'ents. , 

Tn this letter Staidey replies, urging 
the necessity for haste on the part 01 
I'liiiii and Jophson to conio and meet 
him, as ho is exhausted by long travel 
and privation. 

The letters received /rom Kmin at the 
same liiiio were simply Confirmatory of 
.leiih.snn's loiter, but showed tliat l^iiiiu 
was halting between two opiiiioiiH, 
whether to stay where ho was or to ac- 
cept Stanley's offer of relief. He 
musl decide, Stanley said, within a few 
days, as he (.Stanley) would be com- 
pelled lo start on his relurn journey. 

Kmin cnntinned his delay, hullinally, 

011 l'"cbriiary l.'llli, the native courier ap- 
peared with a letter from Kmin to the 
efi'ect that he was al anchor with two 
KleamciH just hclnw .Staiiloj''s jilatcau 
i;aiii]i al Kavalli, that he had brought 
part of bis people from Wadelai and 
would send the boats back foc tho 
others, while he himself pushed forward 
tn .Slanley'.s cam]).

A RACE DISPUTE. 

There is some difficnliy in the 
I'rovince of Quebec respecting tho

The position of Chief Justice was 
made vacant by tho resignation of Sir 
Andrew .Stuart. The Council of the 
15ar for the district of Montreal, com- 
posed of French and Kngliah-spcaking 
'members of the profession, have 
adopted a resolution favorable to the 
elevation of Mr. Justice Jolinaon to 
the vacant seat ou the Hcneh. Judge 
lohnson is entitled by seniority as well 
i.s by his ability to the position. Hut 
there is a rumor that Judge Ciisault is to 
bo promoted over Judge Johnson's head, 
riiis has created quite a stir in other 
than professional circles. It is coii- 
siderod unjust to dejirive .Mr. Ju.stioe 
.lohnson of the promotion he has fairly 
earned, and the appointment of Judge 
Caaault would violate one of tlie 
traditions of the profession iu Quebec, 
which is, that the Chief Justice of the 
Court of Queen's lieneli slnuild be a 
Krenehman, and the Chief Justice of 
the .Superior Court should be a man of 
an Knglish-spoaking taco. The' leading 
Knglish papers of Montreal have' 
articles upon the. subject aud they all, 
vithout distinction of party, strongly 
,tdvoeate tlic appointment of Mr. Jus- 
lice Johnson. The Montreal Star, 
ivhich is not iu the habit of expressing 
itself very strongly on any subject, 
closes a strong article on the appoint- 
ment of Chief Justice with the follow- 
ing energetic sentences: 

"The resolution of the (.'(iiincil of the 
liar shows that the French Canadian

TLB LAMBTON LESSON. 

The figures of the Fast Lainbtmi elec- 
tion should teach the Conservatives who 
are inclined to favor tlie Third Party a 
salutory lesson. It is not, we presume, 
their intention, by supporting that par 
ty, to strengthen the Liberals. But stich 
has been the eflfeot in'Lnmbton and sud 
will, no doubt, be the effect in othei 
counties where [lartics , -ire more eveiiK 
balanced. In 18SG Mr. Pardee, the Lib- 
eral candidate, a very popular man and 
a member of Mr, Mowat's Cabinet, re- 
ceived 2,541 votes, and Mr. .Wright, the 
Conservative candidate, 2,089 votes. In 
1889 Mr. McKenzie, a new iiiaii and nol 
a member of tlie Cov,;nniieiit, polled 
a,502 votes, and Mr. Fluck, f'ousei va 
live, 1,842. An examination of these 
figures will show that while Mr. Mc 
Keuzie's vote was oi4|.y. S^^.less tiiau: jtlr. 
Pardee's, Mr. Fleck's vote was 247 ' losp 
than .Mr. Wright's. 'I'lie eonelnsion te 
be di-awn from this is that the Third 
Party cundidato received nmre than six 
Consemtive votes fur every one Liber- 
al vote. His oandiducy, takiiigthevote at 
tho election of 1886 as the ati^iidard, coat 
tho Liberals only '39 votes while'it cost 
tho Conservnlives Mr. Fleck re- 

ceived 1110 moi'e voti s, and it is highly 
probable that the number was made u]i 
of the same proportions of Liberals and 
Conservatives. This shows very clearly 
that tho Liberals do; well to 
encourage the Third Party agitn- 
tioii. As long as there is only talkiiii, 
to lin (lone, they may out shout .uui 
out-rant their Conservative neiglibois, 
but when polling day comes round tin 
great majority of them will taku good 
care to cast ther ballot for the stivnd- 
ard-bcaror of the old Liberal party. 
Many of tlieiii, no dmibi, latigli in llieii 
sleove at the honest zeal of their fellmv 
agitators who belonged to the Ciinsei va 
live party, but who are prepared to 
back their profeasions by their votes.

THE UNITED STA'lES ARMY. 

The United States has, for tho extent 
if its territory and its population, a 
very inixlest military establishment. Its 
iiniy, instead of getting larger in pro 
|iiirtion to its pii]iulalioii, is actuallj- be 
.joining smaller. The .Secretary of Wai 
•lays in his report just issued : 

" From our great increase of popula- 
lion the relative strength of the army is 
lapidly diminisbing. lu 1.H70 witli an 
•nlisted strength of not quite ten thou- 
sand larger than now, the ratio of en- 
listed men to population was oiie- 
eliiventli of one per cent., or ono man 
.ml of I.IO.'i. In ISSO, with an enlisted 
■itreiigtli one thunsand less than it i." 
now, niie-lweiitictb of one percent. At 
llie presi'Ul time, with a iiopulation ol 
-iixly livc millions, it is t hiily-uiiie one 
ihnus.viiilths, or less than one 'iwenty- 
I'ftli of one per cent, being one man for 
every 'J,."i()ll of the populilion. The 
.ultliorized strength of the army is now 
;i(),(K)(l, but only' •_'.■), 00(1 is iippropriated 
for. On the full basis of ;U),(HK) its re- 
lative strength to population would 
still be considerably less than iu 1H80, 
and one half of what it was in 1870." 

A standing iirmy of twenty-five 
thousand men appears to be very small 
indeed, for the defeueo of a nation ol 
sixty-five millions. It docs not seem 
sufficient to ensure domestic peace, to 
say nothing of repelling a foreign foe. 
Hut the United States is iu a happy 
oomlitiou in this respect. Notwithstand- 
ing all that we hear of the lawlessness 
of some parts of the Union the Ameri- 
can citizen, as a rule, is law-abiding. 
He does not dream of being compelled 
I 'I perform bis civic duties. Tliere are 
large coniniiiiiitiea in the l-;ast<-in iStales 
liiat have no use for a soldier from one 
end of the year to the other. Matters 
jiuisue their uneventful course among 
the 111 Hs among ourselves, .and the 
iinlinaiy oSicers of the law are- found 
amply sufficient to keep this peace and 
Ml ensure the enforcement of the law of 
' he laud. 

The country feels safe as re- 
g.irds its foreign relations although 
its condition appears to |)e .alarm- 
ingly defenceless. Its coast and harbors 
are almost eiitii ely unfortifipd, yot the 
inliabitants of its .seaboard cities live in 
pci fecl sccui iiy. They are not afraid 
of tlicir jieiglibois near or remote. Their 
(joveriiiiieut does not, as a rule, interfere 
ii^ the affairs of foreign nations, aud tbey 
aeoin to be under no apprehension that 
any foreign nation will interfere with 
them. The Americans are bold enough 
in asserting what they believe to bit 
their riglits, and, iis we tliink, tliey are, 
.it times, neitlier iiioder,ite nor reason- 
able, but they do not appear to have Jn 
view the enforcement of their claims by 
physical force. They lay claim to 
as much as thoy bolicvc they 
have a right to, but when their 
claim is ipiestioned they are ready 
to negotiate and generally take what 
they can get in a peaceful way.

vader. This tho nations of the world 
know, and this is why tho United 
.States, in spile of its Ullfortiflcd coast 
anil Hinall ainiy, commniids the re- 
spect of even the most powerful 
of tlie military nations. Those na- 
tions, too, ,are Bopariitod from Am- 
erh a by thousands oIf miles of ocean. 
And it is this eiroiiiiistanco that makes 
llieni eoinparativoly harmless. If tlio 
CniteJ .Slate.s had a powerful neighbor 
ariiH il to the tei I h ready to go to war 
wliiiiiever tin.' opportunity oll'ered, it 
would 1)0 ciimpellod to increase its army 
and fortily its harbors and its coasts.

women work for a livinrj; that is, outaide 
(he homo thiit iH popularly supposed to 
he the sole proper province of .the mar- 
ried woman. ^ :

■'If you'g6°itito the 'great stores and 
,shoi)3 and ollicc'S where women an- cm- 
ployed you will l)L' suriiriscd at tlic num- 
bei' of wives and mothers yon will lind 
there working at various vdcatioii.s. In 
fact, they are to quite an e xtent com 
peting with the umiiarriod lemale wcjrk- 
ers in the striiKKlt' lor employment. It 
seems sad and St ran^e that such slioidd 
be tlio case, hut it is a fact that the mini- 
her of dcscrti'il or neglected wives in this 
city is painfully large, and it is increas- 
ing. 

"Thus anew danger to the man who 
can not do Borue special worU- has arisen. 
Not only has he to compete with his own 
and other I'l'llou s' sisters in an en(le;ivor 
to obtain wurl; as clerk, liiiokkeeper or 
salesiuan. Imt other men's wives now 
crowd in and swell the ranks of tliose 
wiib can do only sirnple woi-k and who 
must have work at any price. The re- 
sult is the lowering of wages of this 
cla.s.s of work people." 

A visit to soiiiu of the places whore 
many woniBir ore employcil conflrined 
the statements of the observing nier- 
cluirit. The iMaii;ij;er of a big State street 
dry goods slere naid: 

"Ye3, we have a good many in.irried 
women luMi', and wo have appliealions 
for places froni many more. Indeed, it 
seeiiiH that there are more wives than 
inaiilenH now l(Hil{in{$ for work. 

"And such women are always more 
pi'i'sistent ill their elTorts t') ^ret work 
than their uiimarrii'd sisters. Usually 
they do not start out to lind woyk in this 
way until driven tn it by nucutteiity, and 
then they are prepared to do anything 
Uttd take the sm;illest wages. Alost of 
the women who apply here an; ladles 
whose hlisli.-iml.-. Iiavi' either left tliem or 
provide su iiieaL-,i'il_\ Im- their support 
tllilt they are compelled to do .something 
to Kiipp.irt Iheni-sol ves. I aiu astonished 
at the nuliiliur of perfldioiia husbands 
who are or have been in this town, lint 
one tiling I can s:iy. very few of them 
!iri.' native (.;hii-a.L;i>aiis or oven ("hi- 
cilgo.iliH by virtue of long residence here. 
Piiey are u.sually yomig men who have 
roTiVe here with their wives and small 
lamilies friiiii other cities or country 
towns, and liinliie.; the burden of caring 
Cor a family in a bi,^' city rather heavy 
I'Dwiu'dly (ly and leave the poor woman 
to do the btst ulie can.*' 

vovaa HUSBANDS oon't luce it. 
Hut (U'serted wives are not the only 
■ married women who work down town 
Ihiiidn-ds of \vt>inen, both young and 
old, think lin y l aii aid the coiuinon ex- 
cluHjlier belter by oiitsitle wprk than by 
huUisejceeplug, and so . they lind employ- 
ment in Moi'nc kind of business and they 
and llieir luishands "board." 

.Most of tills el. iss of out working wives 
aro young women who before their mar- 
"riage were engaged in occupations of 
tliis kind. School teachers, clerks, ste- 
iiographera, typewriters and s.ilcswomen, 
who have never doneany domestic work, 
lind tliem.'^elvea unlitted for it ;iiiil unable 
to do it. Hesides, it is disagrceahl 
tl;em. Tlie3' marry and are anxious to 
help their luisbaiiLls. i'hey bad good 
positions ami pay before marriage, and 
naturally they go liack to the kind of 
.work they know best and lit which they 
(Mill make the most money 

The young husband generally objects. 
He had a vague, indefinite idea when ho 
was a roving blade himself that pretty 
typewriter girls and so on were very 
iinich inclined to liiil. and ho had lather 
hazy notions aliout ihem till lie met his 
eliariMcr. Ofcmirsi.' sho was diHeieiit 
from all the others, but just the saine ho 
doesn't like the idea of iiis wife being 
tliougUt.aboul atid talked about by other 
men as he uSed to think and talk about 
the typewriters, and slioj) uirls. Some- 
limes his objections aie l.a.sling and 
strong enough to keep his wife at home, 
but very oit.'ii he not unwillingly glves 
in, cdiiecially if no family has COUie to 
tie the wile to her liome. 

Meanwhile the inimlier of married 
women who hold phues in offices or 
shops Is large and the list of api)liciiiita 
is increasing daily.

Tlif Vt'SBcl StrlkoB Near Race Bovka 
During a Thick For, and Will 
I'rove a Total Loss. 



Shortly after noon yesterday Mr. 
Tlioiiiaa Argyle and Mr. Deakin, the 
lighthouse keeper at Race Rocks, ar- 
rived in the city from the Hocks to re- 
port that the steamer Idaho had gone 
ashore, and if poaaible procure help for 
her lieforo aho beeamo a total wreck. 

The partieulura given hy them of the 
nature and extent of tho diaaater are 
very ineagro, as almost as aoon iia it oc- 
curred they were despatched to the city 
to, if possible, procure a boat to lighter 
and assist the disabled 0. R. 
k X. Co. Hleainship. \Vitli Capt. 
Arkwriglitin coiinnand, tho Idaho, was 

hur way from Boche Harbor, San d nan 
Island to Tortlahd with a full cargo of 
limo and no patiseiigora. A ilenso fog 
prevailed during the night ami early 
morning, hut thesteamerwasrunning full 
aiicod with her fog whiatio in full blast. 
'Tho Race Rooks fog horn was within 
hearing and the tide waa at its highest 
when at about 7;Ii> o'clock, tho ateanier 
ran hard on the ledgo inside Rosodale 
Koef, at a ptdnt about oiio-i(Uarter of a 
n.ile south and east of the lighthouae. 

The ship struck hard on, the ragged 
rock penetrating her port side amid- 
flhin tearing au ugly hole lliroiigli 
wbioh the water eommenced to pour. 
Tiio sea was perfectly smooth, and the 
atcanior was not in immediate danger as 
she remained hard and fast. Orders 
were given to got rid of the cargo al 
oueo, and cho lime which in the invent 
of tho boat taking water placed her in 
dimger of immediate destruction by lire 
was tossed ovcrbnard. 

Ill her exposed position, and with the 
hale in liei siile about two feet below 
the water line, the Idaho would, with- 
Dill doubt have gone to piec(\s with the 
lirsl rough weather. Failing to gel 
a tug here as there were none in the 
harbor yesleid.iy, Mr. Deakin reported 
particulars of the «rcck to -Mr. (Jeo. A. 
Cooper, theO. K. * X. Co.'s manager, 
who in turn lelegraplicil to lieadc|iiai ters, 
nnd also to I'orl Townsend, finni which 
place tugs were last evening des[i;itched 
to the .scene. 

.■\t the lime that the liglil Inaise keep- 
er left lor N'ictoria the steamer was 
half full of water, and still tilling rapid- 
ly. Almost all the eaig.. Ii:id gone over 
the side, and llie boat was liable to go 
to pieces with the lirsl wind. 

The Idaho was about two hundriel 
yards out of tlii' eliaiiind when she 
struck, in deep water. .Slo- is an old 
screw steamer, built on the Atlantic 
coast, iiiid was h)r some years in the 
Alaska trade. Her estimated value 
was about $!7il,(XX), and she waa insured 
in tho neighborhood of three-quarters of 
this sum. 

Tilt: .MATIC'S STOKV. 

At about 7:itO o'clock last evening the 
first mate of the disableil steamer, Mr. 
IC. M. Cheney, with live of the crew 
and Mr. S. M. (larlainl, the one soli- 
tary passenger, who was on his way to 
his lioiiie ill I'lallaiid from I'orl Town- 
send, arrived in \'ictoria, having left 
the Idaho in a row-boat soon after noon 
to procure divers and tugs to assist in 
stopping the leak and floating the 
steamer. 

Mate Cheney was seen soon after he 
and his men completed their tiresome 
trip by a Colonist reporter, to whom he 
ga\'u the following account of the acci 
dent. Said he: "Wu left Port Town 
send bound for Portland at 'A o'clock 
this (Friday) morning, with ii full 
freight and no pasaeugers. The cargo 
was made up of !S0() barrels of lime from 
Roche Harbor, loO barrels of oil, ;170 
barriils of salmon, 05 bales of hops and 
■JbO tolls of end. There was a dense 
fog from the time we left 
I'cri i Tow nseiid, but we were running 
full .speed until the time we liearil the 
Race Rocks fog horn. We didn't hear 
the I)iiiigeiiess whistle until after we 
passed; and the Race Rocks' horn only 
once, when we were close on shore. \Vu 
aiis\\'ered it at once, and stopped the 
engines. It w.is too late, however, the 
steamer striking the end of Rosedale 
reef, in about thirteen feet of water, 
aiiiidslii])s, and tc.iring a hole aft uiidor 
the- coliiilcr. It was IiIliIi tide, and the 
ship waa soon lianl and fast, and the 
water puiiriiig in tlircaigh the hole in 
her side, the full extent of which could 
not be realized. Tlu; greater ])arl of 
the cargo being composed of lime, the 
iiio.-.t iiiiiiiediate danger was of the water 
reaching it and setting the ship on lire. 
One of the liist orders given was tliere- 
fin-e to throw the lime merhoard, and 
the mull had all but I,")!) barrels init 
when tlie water reached the barrels and, 
catching tire, they drove tlio men out. 
Holes were at once out in the deck and a 
hose was played down on the lime 
which was so smothered that it could 
not burn. The work of saving the ship 
ti oin lire kept everybody 'uutll WO left. 
The engine room was then under water, 
as v. c\\ as all the freight^. forward, and 
there were three feet of' water Oil the 
freight ileck. The atoauicr was Hated 
to ])ort at an angle of about 15 ° ." 

Last evening tho services of the 
steamer .Maude were secured, and thu 
mate and his party, with Capt. liar- 
moll, llic diver, returned with her to 
the seine, ll u as expcrted that tin' two 
.Aineriean lugs would also he on liaiiil 
with wrei.-king pii nips; and if ( 'apl . liar-' 
moll siiccei-ileil ill stopping the leak, the 
work of puiiipiiig out the steamer would 
be proceeded wit h at once. 

Cajit. Cliristenseii, of llie Lome, 
passed the wrecked steamer at about -I 
o'clock yc-stenlay afleiiiooii when she 
was full of water. The captain's opin- 
ion was that her fate was sealed. 

The Idaho was built in Ralli, .Me., in 
I S(i(), and lor the past ten years has 
been in the Alaska sei viee. During tliu 
time shit was under the comiiiaiid id 
Cap.^. Carroll she waa libelled for .SOD. 
00(1 f'lr siniiggliiig. During the last few 
iiiontlis .she liiiH laten engaged in freight- 
ing belwi'cMi I'ortland and Victoria, call- 
ing al the Sound ports. .She received 
iie«' boilers this spring, which brought 
her total value u[i to about §70,000. 
.Slii; was insured almost to her total 
1 alue, so in the event of her breaking 
lip tho loiis will not fall on tho owners. 
Capt. fj. R. Arkwright was in command 
at tho time of tho accident, with Mr. 
Iv M. Cheney as tirat oilicer, and a 
crow of forty men under him.

I want to know: First, if S-loO.OOO 
would satisfy Mr. Hill, an experieuceil 
oontrnotor, why i8S'i')(),(K)0 more ncces- 
aary 7 In tho second placo, if SU8(l,(KtO 
is ruiiulred — which is verv far from be- 
ing clear — why should it uo voted all ut 
oncu? Why not liorrow 530,000 or 
$40,000 each year, as much ns will 



probably be spent. The whole amount, 
if voted and received now, will be "eat- 
ing its head oil' " in inte rest before it 
will be necc'ssary lo spend it. In the 
thiid plico, why should this expiring 
council demand this mnwyy in any caui;? 

Several things havo been sprung upon 
ua lately; a largo addition is to be made

A charter, and for fifty years! without 
notice oi diacuaaion, hua been granted 
lo a foreign company to tear up our 
atrccta aud erect wirA, poles, etc. , and 
only one Victoria roproscntative. 1 
allude to a . new telegraph company. 
Fifty years was aji unheard of period 
until tlie tramway company secured 
charter; but these at least are local 
men. In fifty years we may havo a pop- 
ulation of 200,000, vSfi^^'i.K;! 

My objoutioif to the sewerage scheine 
is threefold : It is very expensive; we 
shall not got value for the money; lastly , 
we don't want tp^vote 1650,000 all al

The cost of cleaning 
the closets winild not excecil annually 
that, fen- salaries of olliciala and work- 
men necessary to the niaintaineiice of 
the combined system in working milcr. 
The offal from the closets can be util- 
ized as a fertilizer, which in Kngland 
commands C3 10s. (kl., or $18 a ton, 
and wore a market attainable hero, this 
item alone would be a source of profit 
instead of outlay. 

The advantages of Dr. Kichol's cele- 
brated .system over that jiropoaed for 
Victoria, in point of expenso, cleanliness, 
and purity, must be apparent to the 
dullest coinpi'chension.

Westminster, olitaiiied permission to 
load at Hohson's Cannery, which 
she did, touching nowhere else 
and then cleared for Astoria. If
